2» Von Leere haa racoansanded that the Arab League and the Egyptlan Infor- 
mation Bureau glva no financial Support to Waat German nationalist 
groups. Ba beXlevea that none of l^eso groupa is capable of obtalcing 
a Seat in the Waat GertBan Bundestag in the September 1957 electioq 
and that supporting them Is therefore unprofitable. 

3. In thls Connection» von leera also refused to asaist two Deutsche 
Raichspartei delegates of the Lovnar Saxopy Landtag» Adolf von Thadden 
and I^ldemar Schuetz of GoetUngen» vho visited him in Calro in April 
1957 ln Company vlth Rudolf Bleis, former chief of the Rrussian Gestapo. 
They requaated that he Introduce them to tho chiefs of the Fgyptian 
IVopaganda Office» tho Egyptlan Secret Iblice» and the Information 
Bureau» and to the President and secretary-general of the Arab Laaguo. 
Whsn ho learned that thelr purposa uea primarily to oak for monoy for 
the DRP for the 1957 alection campaign» von Lsara refused. The Germans 
then uant to the various offlccs without Introduction bat had no auo- 
cesfl wlth any of them. The Efeyptlans stated that thoy wsre so badly 
off financially trm the afteiv-ef facta of the milltary campaign and 
from tho falllng off of can&l feea that It «s impoaaible to fumlsh 
subaidiee to^ German, organizations» and besides there was no Interest 
ln doing so# The Arab League atated that it had no aeans at Its dis- 
posal. Von Leera* refusal of aaaistanee was the cause of the campai g n 
carried on by von Thadden and Schuets in West Gormaxqr to diacredit Um.
